comfortably with each passing 
day. 
We are not worried about the big 
companies. Heavens knows we 
have enough consumer interests to 
protect us from them ranging from 
HEW and OSHA to the labor 
groups. 
What we’d like to see is Congress 
put some of our tax funds into 
energy research—much like they 
have done 
developing 
space 
research, swine flu and en­ 
vironmental studies. Scientists in 
the East are doing wonders with 
coal; scientists in the West are 
coming on strong with solar 
energy—and right here in Texas 
there has been much done in 
studying the old windmill theory to 
put wind energy to use. lf these 
types of people had sufficient funds 
for their research, we see some 
real gains in the fight against the 
energy shortage. 
What we are saying is that we’d 
love to see Congress work with the 
big companies—and big univer­ 
sities. They are the ones with the 
technical equipment and human 
talent needed to get us away from 
our dependence on just one energy 
source and avoid, as much as 
possible, the type of situation that 
exists in places hit hardest by the 
winter.

Many home gardeners may 
be wondering why their 
favorite house plants die 
when they have been getting 
plenty 
of 
water. 
Kirby 
Dayton, county agent with 
the Texas Agricultural Ex­ 
tension Service, says 
the 
problem may be that the 
plants are being drowned. 
Watering indoor plants is 
really a matter of restraint, 
notes Clayton Most people 
feel their plants should be 
watered the minute the 
topsoil even looks dry. A few 
simple steps will keep your 
plants from wilting away. 
Hie first item to keep in 
mind is that although the soil 
on top may be dry, the bottom 
layer where the roots are 
may be sufficiently moist. It 
is easier to tell the water level 
of a potted plant that has a 
good drainage system. 
Soil in clay pots tends to dry 
out faster, reminds Clayton, 
while soils in larger con­ 
tainers have a longer period 
of “drying out.” 
When 
is 
overwatering 
evident? 
The first signs are the color 
change in the upper leaves of 
the plant from rich green to a 
plae green or yellow tinge. 
This is due to damage to the 
plant roots. 
To prevent overwatering, 
Clayton offers a few more 
guidelines for those difficult 
plants. 
Often a container that has a 


capacity for a quart of soil 
requires only one-half pint of 
water for adequate moisture. 
Of course, this also depends 
on the sou mixture, cautions 
Clayton. 
For larger containers, one 
aid may be to extend a %• 
inch copper tube through the 
soU from the bottom of the 
container to an inch or so 
above the soil. Tho water 
level in the pot can then be 
checked 
like oil 
in 
an 
automobile. 
When saucers are used 
under pots to catch drainage 
water, such excess water 
should 
be 
discarded 
to 
prevent lower soil from 
becoming water-logged, adds 
Clayton.

Gardeners planting fruit 
and nut trees with little at­ 
tention as to their adap­ 
tability are in for a rude 
awakening, says Kirby Clay­ 
ton, county Extension agent 
with the Texas Agricultural 
Extension Service. 
Service. 
Most beginning gardeners 
want the fruit trees that 
produce what they see in the 
supermarket. Many of the 
common fruits and nuts found 
on grocery shelves are grown 
elsewhere and may not be 
suited to Texas climates. 
Concord grapes, Bartlett 
pears, Elberta peaches and 
the 
Stuart 
pecan 
are 
examples of crops not suited 
to Texas weather, explains 
Clayton. Northern varieties 
of apples, 
cherries and 
peaches require a certain 
number of “chilling hours”

(hours below 45 degrees F.) 
before the bloom in the 
spring. Temperatures even

come close to supplying the 
chilling 
requirements of 
these northern varieties. 
Many other varieties of 
fruits are more susceptible to 
disease in the humid, tem­ 
perate areas of Texas. The 
Bartlett pear is often af­ 
flicted with “fire blight,” and 
the Concord and Thompson 
Seedless grapes may be 
killed by Pierce’s Disease, 
cautions Clayton. 
Fruits and nuts that are 
adaptable to the whole state 
include Orient and Keiffer 
pears, Eureka, Hachiya, 
Tane-Nashi and Tamopan 
Japanese 
persimmons, 
Methley and Bruce plums, 
Mohawk 
and 
Cheyenne 
pecans, Broadview walnuts, 
Black Spanish and Cham- 
panel grapes, Brazos and 
Comanche blackberries, and 


Celeste and Texas Ever- 
bearing figs, adds Clayton 
Certain other varieties are 
adapted to particular areas of 
the state, including varieties 
of apples, peaches, sour cher­ 
ries, apricots, blueberries, 
strawberries, muscadines 
and citrus. 
Clayton 
suggests 
that 
anyone interested in planting 
fruit and nut trees contact the 
county Extension office for 
additonal details on adapted 
varieties.

throughout the winter have 
kept green bug populations 
and wheat growth at a low 
level in Jones County. As 
warmer temperatures pre­ 
vail and wheat begins to grow 
vigorously, 
greenbug 
populations will begin to 
increase. Under optimum 
weather conditions green- 
bugs can produce an average 
of 3 young per day for a 
period of several days. 
In Texas all greenbugs are 
female and they do not lay 
eggs but give birth to living 
young. Predators and par­ 
asites which attack green­ 
bugs will develop populations 
at a much slower rate. 
rate 
The 
weather and the 
condition of the crop will 
primarily determine how 
severe greenbug populations 
become. 
To 
this 
point 
greenbug populations have 
been lighter than in the past 
several years. 
The need for greenbug 
control should be based on the 
size of the plant, the number 
of greenbugs present and the 
damage that they are caus­ 
ing. Generally populations of 
up to 100-300 greenbug may 
be tolerated on plants 3-6 
inches in height before 
control 
measures 
are 
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egg within the greenbugs 
body. The wasp larva fesda 
from within killing the green­ 
bug. Large parasitic wasp 
populations develop in March 
or April of most years. These

reduce greenbug populations.

At least 5 
spots consisting of I foot of 
drill row should be inspected 
at scattered points through­ 
out smaller fields. More 
inspection points are needed 
when inspecting fields larger 
than 40 acres. Often green­ 
ings build up in very heavy 
populations in spots within 
fields,. In that case, coantrol 
measures may be needed 
only in those spots.
